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Harmon Headquarters Will Be 
In i Outlook Bldg. in Columbus 


—Supporters Are Satisfied. 


Columbus, O., Feb. 19.—That he 
violated no express or implied pledge 
of his platform when, in his address 
to the constitutional convention he 
advised that it might 
be 
well to 


await a trial of the initiative and 
referendum in the municipalities of 
Ohio before giving it state-wide trial 
is the gist of a statement given out 
by Governor Harmon Saturday in an- 
swer to Mayor Newton D. Baker of 
Cleveland. 


In accordance with an agreement 
had between members of the Baker 
organization in Cuyahoga county De- 
mocracy and managers of Governor 
Harmon's presidential candidacy, the 
governor pours oil on the waters that 
were troubled by his first speech. Of 
course, he feels that it is to be de- 
plored that he and Mayor Baker, who 
have agreed on many things should 
have a falling out on a mere question 
of methods. 
' 


Incidentally the governor takes a 


fling at a newspaper syndicate which 
charged that he said the people of 
the state are not capable of self-gov- 
ernment 
Likewise, 
the 
governor 
leaves open the way to party har- 
mony behind his presidential candi- 
dacy. Latest advices from the head- 
quarters of the militant Cuyahogans 
is that they will select unpledged 
delegates to the national convention, 
leaving them to be bound by the unif 
rule, if the governor's friends capture 
the remainder of the state. 


Harmon men professed themselves 
well satisfied with the situation. They 
prepared to open headquarters in the 
Outlook Building. The press bureau 
and the advisory committee, com- 
posed of Insurance Superintendent 
E. H. Moore, Executive 
Secretary 
John W. Devanney, former Governor 
'Campbell, James Ross, W. H. Mc- 
Curdy, Peter E. Dempsey and John 
Brennan, will occupy five rooms 


Expect Little Trouble. 
Originally it had been agreed that 


the headquarters 
should be in the 


Southern Hotel, but some persistent 
kidding from thpse who insisted that 
the Harmon presidential boom was to 
be managed from under the bed of 
James Ross is thought to have caused 
a change in plans. 


With Mayor Baker and his friends 


pacified, the governor, his supporters 
think, will have little serious trouble 
in Ohio. Unity in Ohio is considered 
necessary to 
success 
outside the 
state. The governor said- 


"I think Mr Baker 
cannot have 


read my entire address before the 
convention, but was 
misled by the 


false statements and garbled extracts 
in which some newspapers have per- 
sistently indulged 
I have been thus 


represented as saying the people of 
Ohio are not capable of self-govern- 
ment, when I said they have gov- 
erned themselves for over 100 years, 
and done it with conspicuous success; 
and the subject of dispute now is not 
their ability to govern themselves, 
but whether 
the mode of doing it 


shall be changed. It is just as truly 
self-government for the people to 
act through chosen representatives 
as it is to act directly. So, as the dis- 
cussion is about mere methods, there 
is no apparant reason why it should 
not be carried on in good temper. 


"It was because the platform on 


which I was elected favored the prin- 
ciple of the initiative and referendum 
that I signed the Grosser bill author- 
izing them in municipalities 
It was 


not at all inconsistent with the plat- 
form, or with my action, to advocate, 
as I did, awaiting the result of a trial 
in the cities and villages before giv- 
ing the plan state-wide 
operation. 


This seemed to me a most sensible 
coutse to pursue under the circum- 
stances. As I simply followed Thomas 
Jefferson, who speaking 
of 
direct 


Democracy, said: 


'Such a government is evidently re- 
strained to very narrow limits of 
space and population. I doubt if it 
would be practicable beyond the ex- 
tent of a New England township. 
'The first shade from this pure ele- 


ment, which, like vital air, cannot 
sustain life itself, would 
be where 


the powers of government, being di- 
vided, should be each exercised by 
representatives chosen either pro hac 
vice, or for 
such 
short 
terms as 


should render secure the duty of ex- 
pressing the will of their constitu- 
ents. 
'This I should consider as the near- 


est approach to a pure republic which 


is practicable 
on a large scale of 
country or population. 


"And speaking of 'the equal rights 
of man,' he said: 


'Modern times have the singular 
advantage, too, of having; discovered 
the only device by which these rights 
can be secured to wit: Government 
by the people, acting not in person, 
but by 
representatives chosen by 
themselves.' 


Not in Campaign. 
"Mr. Baker says I was silent dur- 


ing the election of members. What 
occasion was there tho be otherwise? 
It was a non partisan election, with 
no convention or general campaign. 
What pledges were made to the elec- 
tois by 
candidates in the various 


counties was a matter between them 
and of local knowledge only. 


"And there was nothing in my ad- 
dress to justify the statement that I, 
in effect, counseled 'disregard of the 
pledges upon which they were elect- 
ed.' The convention would not have 
given me the respectful attention 1 
received if I had 
done that. Of 


course, aayone 
who 
h.ad given a 


pledge to the people was bound to 
keep it. But I had a right to assume 
that there were many members of 
whom this was not true, and who, 
therefore, had open minds on the sub-! 
ject. 


"As I have no official relation to 


the convention, the views I express- 
ed were personal only. 
They had 


been publicly stated before. I could 
not treat the 'invitation to address 
the convention as anything but a re- 
quest for them, with my reasons, nor 
fail to state them frankly, as I did. 


"The success of popular govern- 


ment depends on the 
full and free 
discussion of public questions as they 
arise, and this cannot be had without 
full latitude for differences of opin- 
ion and mutual generosity, as to mo- 
tives at least in dealing with them. 


Baker Misinformed. 
"I have a high regard for Mr. Ba- 


ker and am always pleased when we 
agree, as we do in many things 
I am sorry, now that we differ on one 
question, that he thinks me charge- 
able with breaking the laws of polit- 
ical honor. I am bound by my knowl- 
edge of his character, to attribute this 
to misinformation."

Washington, Feu 19 —The nomina- 


tion of Maholm Pitney, chancellor of 
the state of New Jersey "to be associate 
justice of the United States supreme 
court, will be sent to the senate this 
afternoon by President Taft. 


The statementrthat Pitney would be 
named as the successor to the late 
Justice John M. Harlan was made at 
the White House after a call by John 
W Griggs, former attorney general of 
the United States, and a delegation of 
New Jersey lawyers. 


The fact that Mr. Taft would likely 


select Pitney did not become known 
until after a discussion among 
the 


President's closest 
friends. Unusual 


efforts were made to guard the secret 
and the President planned to send the 
nomination to the senate as a complete 
surprise. Mr. Taft did not anticipate 
any opposition to the nomination.

PITH OF THE SHORT BALLOT 


Introduction to An Address by John H. Clarke Before 


the Council of Sociology, Cleveland. 


Gentlemen: 


The Short Ballot movement is one 
neither of first impression nor of sur- 
face thinking. It is a time tried and 
ballot tested plan for readjusting our 
political metho'ds to the changed con- 
ditions which have come upon our 
slate and its cities through the great 
growth of our population 
and the 


great increase in the number of offic- 
ials necessary to carry on our general 
and local governments. 


Short Ballot Principles. 
, 
Let us get clearly in mind what the 


Short Ballot principles are and what 
the evil is which they are designed to 
eor«ect, and then apply them to Ohio 
conditions. They are two in number, 
viz: 


, 1st. 
Only those offices should be 


elective which are important enough 
to attract the voter to the polls and 
to induce him to make a critical ex- 
amination of the qualifications of 
each' man who is a candidate for of- 
fice. All other offices should be ap- 
pointive. 


,2nd. 
Very few offices should be 


filled by election at one time so that 
adequate and unconfused examina- 
tion and comparison of the candi- 
dates will be possible. 


These principles 'are founded upon 


proved 
political 
experience 
and 


proved llimitations of human nature, 
both of which it is worse than futile 
for, us longer to ignore or resist. Our 
fullest vote is. cast 
at presidentia 


elections, our next largest when s 
governor is elected, 
our smalles 


when minor or city officers are elect 
ed. The "off year" is the year when 
there are no important officers to 
elect. 
No amount of organizing or 
urging will bring the voters to the 
polls to vote for unimportant officers 
.Voters Private and Public Interests 
Why is this? 
Obviously because 
most men are obliged by sheer eco- 
nomic pressure to give their time and 
best effort to making a living for 
themselves and their 
families anc 


they cannot and will not give the 
time and attention necessary to go to 
the polls and to cast, an intelligent 
ballot unless the office to be fillec 
is important enough to them to jus- 
tify the inconvenience and effort nec- 
essarily involved. 
Regret it as we 


may'sensible men must accept it as 
a fact which it-Is sheer folly to deny 
or" neglect that who is elected county 
surveyor, coroner or dairy and food 
commissioner or clerk of the .Su- 
preme tilourt is not important enough 
to many men compared with their 
private concerns to1 induce them to 
go to the polls to vote when no more 
important officers are to be elected 


If, therefore, we would have the 


people rule instead of a small part of 
the people (the part which devotes it- 
self to politics 
and is always on 
guard), We must have on the ticket at 
every election candidates for offices 
sufficiently important to bring the 
voters to the polls, and in a spirit ol 
sufficient earnestness to insure each 
ballot being the expression of an in- 
telligent choice by the voter. 
This 
Js the first Short Ballot principle. 


_, 
The Voters' Limitations. 


But it may be said, "if some offices 


to be filled 
are important enough 
to attract voters to the polls then it 
is better, they being once there, to 
have the" people choose their less im- 
portant officials than to take the 
power from them 
and lodge it in 


some appointing officer. Here again 
however, we encounter an insupera- 
ble obstacle- to wise choice of many 
officers at one time in the limitations 
of this same human nature of ours- 
which brings us to our second Short 
Ballot principle. Giving the time and 
attention which our experience of 
now more than a hundred 
years 


shows that citizens in general can 
and will give to the subject, it is not 
possible for any man, intelligent, or 
ignorant, to learn the qualifications 
of the candidates for more than three 
or four offices so that lie can com- 
pare them, man with man, and make 
an intelligent choice between them. 
That this is true 'must be admitted 
toy every man who will ask himself 
Jiow many of the 42 candidates on 
the state and county ticket which he 
voted in November, 1910, or of the 
20 candidates on the municipal ticket 
-which he voted last November, he 
Icoew enough about to compare them 
one with another and to judge be- 
tween them. It is unfortunate that 
this^is true and we all wish it were 
otherwise, 
but^ since 
we 
cannot 
change our natures is it not wise to 
adapt our institutions to these proved 
limitations? "If the collar does not 
fit the horse we must change the col- 
lar, for we cannot change the horse." 
Yes, we can have intelligent voting 
only when the candidates to be voted 
for.at one time are few, because the 
voters will not and cannot give the 
time and attention 
to the subject 


necessary to learn and compare the 
merits of many candidates. 
This is 


the second of the Short Ballot prin- 
ciples. 
Short Ballot Applied in Ohio. 
What would be the result if these 


two' ^principles were applied to Ohio 
conditions? 
Thev«tate and. county ballot in Cuy- 


ahoga county in 1910, for instance, 
would have" had upon it at the most 6 
names instead of 42 and the munici- 
pal bollot of 1911 would have had 
upon it 2, names' • instead 
of 
20, 
(There were special'officers elected 
in Cleveland which w<J have not in- 
cluded.) 
D0 our conditions require such a 


professional politician, know so that 
he could intelligently 
compare the 
rival candidates and choose between 
them. 
Surely not more than ten of 


the men or enough to^fill five of our 
offices. 
How then did he select the 


other 37 candidates for whom he 
voted? 
Obviously he did not select 


them at all. He was obliged by the 
necessity which confronted him to 
choose, not between candidates but 
between political parties, and he ac- 
cordingly placed his cross under the 
eagle or the rooster and blindly, ig- 
norantly voted for the -37 men of 
whom he knew .absolutely nothing. If 
the printed had omitted a half dozen 
names from either ticket most of us 
would have voted just the same with- 
out discovering it. 


Long Ballot — Machine Made. * 


This is simply saying that with our 


present long ballot, citizens, intelli- 
gent and ignorant alike, are obliged 
to vote party organization 
ballots, 


machine made tickets, whether they 
desire to do so or not. The newspa- 
pers do not, cannot and will riot dis- 
cuss the qualifications of candidates 
for thirty or forty unimportant of- 
fices (voters would not read such dis- 
cussions if they did publish them) 
and no man who does not give his en- 
tire timev to politics can 
himself investigation of

While the Short Ballot does not 


pretend to be a panacea for all our 
political ills, yet it is a reform which 
has been accepted by many of the 
best minds of our generation as likely 
to prove of more benefit than all of 
the many election and ballot reforms 
which have resulted from the last 
twenty-five years of progress. 
It promises to be the short and 
open way out of, many of our press- 
ing' political' difficulties and it is a 
great pleasure to. me to be afforded 
the opportunity tonight of laying be- 
fore you somewhat in detail the ar- 
guments and the considerations by 
which the movement is justified.

We all 
know that the party managers can 
almost always control the, nomina- 
tions for, these minor 
offices, and 


thus by their power to nominate and 
refuse nominations they become the 
real appointing and removing power 
in the government of the state and 
county and city. With the long bal- 
lot the people do'not elect minor of- 
fices, they simply ratify 
selections 


made for them by some party organi- 
zation. 


Not Representative Government. 
It is clear beyond discussion also 
that the man who receives a nomina- 
tion which is equivalent to an election 
from a party organization will nat- 
urally consider himself primarily re- 
sponsible to that organization and 
not to the people. The organization 
gave him office and it can take it 
away by refusing 
a 
re-nomination 


and obviously it is to this power that 
he considers his first duty is due. 


Thus the long 
ballot not only 
makes intelligent, discriminating vot- 
ing impossible but it makes the polit- 
ical machine a necessary part of our 
government, and it makes all minor 
officers representatives of that ma- 
chine instead of representatives of 
the people. And this it is believed is 
the source of much of that discontent 
with our representative system which 
is demanding that it be in large meas-

The organs of 
reverence and spirituality, although 
only partially developed and much 
shattered by ignorance and supersti 
tion, are to be founu in every man and 
their position is the very highest iu 
his organism. My journey to this city 
has impressed this thought deeply. 


I stopped en route at Juggernaut; th 


very name called up the stories of my 
childhood which so greatly aroused m> 
sympathies for the poor heathen. Mis 
sionary reports. told of how in igno 
ranee the natives would throw them 
selves before the great Car of Jugger 
naut, feeling it an honor to thus sacri 
flee their lives to a false god. An 
now, 
here I am on the Ganges River 


of which in childhood I heard so mucr 
that thrilled my heart with sympathy- 
how mothers threw their babes int 
the Ganges, not because they had n 
sympathy with their offspring, but be 
cause they desired to sacrifice to an 
propitiate their gods. Now that I am 
here I do thank God that, although th 
heathen have not been converted to 
true knowledge of the great Jehovah 
they have, nevertheless, come unde 
the strong hand of,the British govern 
ment, which, whatever its defect! 
seeks at least to protect its subject 
from the extremes of their own igno- 
rance and superstition. 


The Desire of All Nations. 


While it is true that the worst form 


of government imaginable is preferable 
to anarchy, and while it is also true 
that 
the 
British 
Government Ha 


amongst the most just in the world, 


nature is yielding up her secrets and 
hemistry is making the world anew, 
)ehold, the key to the-Divine Word Is 
ihrust into our hands, unlocking its 
mysteries and explaining its parabolic 
symbols to our astonished faith! But 
ilas! meantime many of the brightest 
minds of the world have rejected the 
Bible, many of them even denying" the 
personality of the Creator; and so far 
lave these gone in the substitution of 
mman wisdom for Divine Revelation 
;hat it seems impossible for them to 
return to the paths of faith. 


Now, 
however, is the time for all of 


those who have a hungering and 
thirsting after God and His righteous- 
ness to begin afresh the study of His 
Word In the light of the morning of 
this New Dispensation. 
Not only is 


this necessary for our own comfort 
and establishment, but it is necessary 
also In the interests of others before 
whom we stand as bulwarks of the 
Truth, having on the whole Armor of 
God, 
the Helmet of Salvation, the 


Shield of Faith, the Breastplate of 
Righteousness, the Sword of the Spir- 
it—necessary for self-protection and 
for the aid of all Who "are feeling 
after God If haply they might find 
Him."—Acts xvii, 27. 


Knowing Our God. 


Our Redeemer declared, "This is life 


eternal, that they might know Thee, 
the only true and living God, and Je^ 
sus Christ, whom Thou Tiast sent." 
Evidently the great Teacher had in 
mind the thought of our text—not 
merely a knowledge about God, but an 
acquaintanceship with Him, such as 
can come only through a fellowship 
of spirit and an understanding of the 
Divine Program. None, however, are 
permitted to come to such intimate 
knowledge except as they shall mani- 
fest heart-loyalty. Each step of prog- 
ress in our loyalty to God brings that 
attitude of mind which is pleasing to 
Him and which, when thoroughly 
demonstrated, will be rewarded with 
everlasting life. Thus knowledge Is 
intimately bound up with our eternal 
prospects. 
Earth's teeming millions know not 


God. 
Even those portions called GJiris 


tian worship the true God with but 
slight appreciation of His true charac- 
ter. 
None of these, therefore, are in 


the condition to claim everlasting life 
according to the teaching of the Mas' 
ter. They are the non-elect, in contrast 
with the faittiful few, who are Serin- 
turally styled "God's Elect," "the Very 
Elect," and who are urged to make 
their calling and election sure by per- 
severing loyalty even unto death. 


In our blindness of the past, assum- 


ing that all the non-elect would be con- 
signed to an eternity of torture, wo 
have published in our missionary re- 
ports that ninety thousand every day 
go down into death, into Christlesa 
graves—and, by inference, into eternal 
torture. Alas, how misunderstood and 
how 
unintentionally 
misrepresented 


has been our gracious Father, the God 
of All Grace, the Father of Mercies. 


Now we read Ills character in fairer 


lines as we perceive that the fulfil- 
ment of His great and wonderful 
plan for the salvation of the world is 


«nd parties In our various ^ereed-idol»J 
of which, w« are now ashamed. We'^ 
perceive that creed worship did us al- 
most as much Injury as did idol wor- 
ship to the heathen. Nearly all these 
creed-idols declared eternal torment for 
the thousands of millions who had nev- 
er heard of the Only Name. Indeed, 
nearly all of them claimed that only a 
small minority of Christendom would 
escape eternal torture. Some of these 
ereed-idols declare that so awful a ca- 
tastrophe as the torture' of twenty 
thousand millions was foreknown of 
God and predestinated by Him before 
the creation of Adam. Others claim 
the contrary, that God had benevolent 
intentions toward our race at the start, 
but that His plans miscarried and 
would produce the same horrible re- 
sults, either because of Divincj unwis- 
dom or because of lack of power. How 
such presentations distressed every 
Christian loyal at heart toward Hia 
God and sympathetic toward his fel- 
lows! 


Our colleges and universities—and, 


sad to say, our theological seminaries 
—are busy turning out unbelievers- 
infidels. Nor are these people wicked 
or Immoral in their unbelief; they are 
as well-meaning as ever, but have 
lost their way. They reject the Bible 
because! they believe it to be the 
foundation of the various inconsisten- 
cies in their creeds; they are stum- 
bling for lack of knowledge; they can- 
not believe that man's hereafter is 
one of centuries of suffering, or of 
eternal suffering. 


Let us now demolish these Idols 


which so long have misrepresented 
our gracious Creator and blinded us 
with ignorance and superstition. Let 
us receive the Scripture teaching only 
Let us rejoice in the election of the 
Church to be the Kingdom class and 
let us rejoice in the hope of its King 
dom glory for the blessing of the non- 
elect. Let us rejoice that "the wilder 
ness shall blossom as the rose, anc 
that the solitary place shall be glad' 
and that "God will make His footstoo:
